Our beloved nation', the United • States of America, is a nation divi- 
ded against itself » politically. Half of the people want President Nixon 
impeached, half believe him to be the latest incarnation of God, and 
half don't know what to think* What we need is some means of healing 
our wounded political body; 

We need, to use a perhaps overworn phrase, someone to bring us to- 
gether again. What are the characteristics of a man who would be ideal

He should appeal to the nostalgic, those who remember the joyous 
'30 *s, when eggs were a dime a dozen and nobody h a d a dime; He should 
appeal to the forward-looking, the visionaries * who foresee a day when 
communication will no longer depend on the spoken word. 

He should appeal to the rich, dress well, be the sort who wears a 
top hat. He should appeal to the poor, those who cannot afford a new 
.coat.
